Former Popular Sheriff of 
Letcher County Passes 
Away 



After an illness extending over 
two weeks, James Tolliver, late 
Sheriff of Letcher county and 
one cf Whitesburg’s leading citi- 
zens, passed to the great beyond 
early Monday morning. Stricken 
with typhoid fever as he was and 
with all that medical talent could 
could do the disease kept up its 
relentless ravages till the end 
came. He was a moral orderly 
walking man, and tho’ not align- 
ed with any church, he was an 
ardent admirer of the Christian 
religion and in his last few days 
leaned upon a crucified Savior, 
leaving it all to Him. 

Jim Tolliver was a son of our 
good citizen, Melvin B. Tolliver, 
and was reared in the upper Mill- 
stone section and was one of 
eleven boys all of whom lived to 
manhood. He leaves behind 
eight brothers and two sisters. 
In a hotly contested primary four 
years ago he was nominated by 
his party for sheriff and was duly 
elected in November. He made 
a safe and exemplary officer and 
retired last January 1 in the full 
confidence and respect of the cit- 
izens. He was about forty-six 
years of age and up until the be- 
ginning of his sickness was a 
strong and robust man. In his 
death we realize the uncertainties 
of life and the certainties of 
death. He leaves a widow who 
was a daughter of Wiley Quillen 
of the Neon section and a number 
of children, several of whom are 
grown to mourn his demise. 
These will sadly miss him, and 
and not only these, but his hund- 
reds of friends and acquaintance 
will do the same. The remains 
were taken to the neighborhood 
of his childhood days where they 
were interred in the presence of 
a vast assemly of friends. We 
extend to all the bereaved our 
sincerest sympathies. May heav- 
en smile and God’s comfort bless 
and cheer. 



WHEN- 

The major portion of what is 
now Knott county belonged to 
Letcher county and the Smiths, 
Francis’, Amburgeys, Combs’, 
Jones’, etc , joined in elections, 
attended county and circuit 
ocurts, swapped horses, drank 
apple brandy, fought fist battles, 
lawed one another and otherwise 
had big old-fashion times. At 
that time McPherson, where 
Hindman now is, was a neighbor- 
hood postoffice at the end of the 
route out of Whitesburg. Rock- 
house at the mouth of Camp- 
branch and Pinetop over on Carr 
were postoffices on the route. 
Uncle Joe Cornett was County 
Judge, Zeke Brashears County 
and Circuit Clerk, Jim Fitzpat- 
rick, Jim Sarver and Jim Marrs 
about the only lawyers. Along 
in those times Shade Combs, 
Wils Sergent, Harrison Banks, 
Marlin Brown. Tyler Haney. Kel- 
ly Hogg, Alex Stamper, Manon 
Jenkins, Bob Brashears, Babe 
Collins, Bob Bates, Quiller Bent- 
ley, Joel Wright, Jason L. Craft, 
John H. Jones, Ambrose Ambur- 
gey, Henderson Nickles, Lower 
John Holcomb, the Webb boys— 
Jason, Wiley and Miles— Isaac 
Fields, Ezekiel Yonts, Elijah Ba- 
ker, Vent Bentley, Jos. S. Fair- 
child, Watson G. Caudill, Henry 
Day, David M. Maggard, Huston 
Tyree, Madison Collins, James 
W. Hogg, Solomon Frazier, (nig- 
ger) Jos. E. Cornett, Jno. A. Craft 
j Jerry Dixon and other Caudills, 
Backs, Whitrkers and Hoggs 
were the leading people talked 
about and when they lined up on 
either side in elections or other j 
local affairs something was do- 
ing. The county was Democrat- 
ic, politically speaking, but 
strange to say politics cut a very 
small figure in those days, tho’ 
usually the county officials were 
Democrats. 

WHEN- 

The present County Attorney, 
Robt. Blair, ran a blacksmith 
shop in town and would make 50 
horseshoes in 100 heats. His 
i sather-in-law, the late Joseph S. 
j Fairchild wore the belt as the 
I best smith and Blair and Ned 
i Webb were close on his heels. 
At that time the blacksmith shop 
was the most important institu- 
tian cf the day as all farmers’ 
tools, horseshoes, nails, fisher- 
men’s gigs and even fish-hooks 
had to be furnished. All thru the 
day and long into the night the 
bellows blew and sparks flew 
from the anvil. The plowing 
and the hoeing on the little 
| farm would actually stop if the 
blacksmith failed. In 1837 old 
J Dutch Webb had the first black- 
smith shop in what is now town 
and it stood where Prof. Harris 
! now resides. About this time 
the salt well on the south side 
above the county bridge was 
bored. The hole was sunk in the 
edge of the bottom overlooking 
j the river and week after week a 
man drove a horse hitched to a 
tongue like the old-time cane 



mill until a depth of 500 feet was 
reached. The water obtained 
produced considerable salt but a 
crack in the solid rock let in the 
surface water and thus the in- 
dustry failed. Old Hiram Hogg 
who at the time owned the land 
was the promoter of the busi- 
ness. 

WHEN- 

A large bull feeding on the side 
of Pine mountain along the head 
waters of Pert and Cram Creek 
and fell into a big hole in the 
mountain. At this time the hole 
was said to have no bottom but 
reached all the way down to 
China or somewhere else. The 
bull was tracked to the opening 
and people who visited the place 
claimed they could hear the ani- 
mal bellowing in the regions be- 
low. On the Sunday following a 
long cable was secured and all 
the people for miles around gath- 
ered to see Jim Williams lowered 
into the unknown bowels 6f the 
earth. A stout contraption, sim- 
ilar to a basket, was formed from 
the branches of trees and fasten- 
ed securely to the cable attached 
to a windlass. At the appointed 
and solemn moment Jim Willi- 
ams, pale as a sheet was placed 
in the basket and let down, down 
into the dark, deep hole. Over 
and over the windlass turned and 
down deeper and deeper went 
the explorer. At a distance of 
nearly 600 feet the rope slacken- 
ed, the man in the basket had 
landed, but what of the bull? A 
small rope was carried from the 
top to be jerked in case of dan- 
ger. Soon this began to wiggle 
and the windlass went to work 
again pulling the explorer to the 
surface. Scarcely a breath was 
breathed. What reports would 
he bring back from the Stygian 
night below? When the basket 
arrived there was no man in it— 
only the bull’s two massive ears, 
severed from his head. Ran 
Polly then volunteered to make 
the trip down, which he did. The 
bull was a crushed mass of brok- 
en bones. The hole is about 15 
feet in diameter and is a solid 
wall on all sides all the wav 
down. How deep it has been in 
time is onlv to be imagined. Tons 
and tons of rocks and timbers 
have been piled into it to ring on 
and on till lost in the great depth 
below. Since the incidents re- 
lated above took place the deep 
tunnel in the solid limestone has 
been known as the "bull hole” 
and has for years been used as a 
burying place for defeated can- 
didates. Many a supposedly 
bright and useful light has gone 
out forever unwept and unsung 
in this dark deep dungeon.

A CROSS in Virginia where 
^ for years the impetus of 
good roads have been realized, 
the spirit of highway improve- 
ments is still at fever heat. Of 
our own people who have had ex- 
perience with good roads (and all 
know about bad ones) this same 
spirit exists. The interests of 
the citizens of Wise county are 
identical with ours. They are 
like us, not only in this particular 
but in almost every other, and 
as this neighbor county of Wise 
awakes so should ours.' We have 
said much of the Linesome Pine 
Trail, for the present about the 
only much-urged highway pro- 
ject accessible to us, and it shall 
be our ambition not only to boost 
it in every reasonable way as 
well as any and all other high- 
ways. 

The Hon. John W. Chalkley. 
an ardent apostle of good roads 
in Virginia and a striker for the 
Lonesome Pine Trail, lately wrote 
regarding it: 

"Seventy-five miles of the 1 
Lonesome Pine Trail direct north 
and south future trunk highway 
leading from Ironton, Ashland 
and Huntington on the Ohio 
river on the north, to Knoxville 
and Asheville on the south, lie in 
Virginia. 

"Of this 75 miles a 50-mile con- 
tinuous stretch from Jonesville. ; 
county seat of Lee, on thru the 
thriving towns of Pennington 
Gap, Big Stone Gap, Appalachia, 
Norton and Wise (old Gladeville) 
county seat of Wise, to Glamor- 
gan, is already a hard surface 
road in excellent condition, a 
large part of it being bituminous 
macodam or concrete. 

* ‘Of the ten miles from the 
Tennessee line to Jonesville sev- 
en miles are well graded and 
drained ready for macadem sur- 
face, and the Lee county board 
of supervisors has already made 
financial arrangements to thor- 
oughly grade and drain the re- 
maining three miles next to the 
Tennessee line as soon as weath- 
er conditions permit in_ the 
spring. While this section may 
not be macadamized for two 
years vet, by midsummer the 
whole section should be in excel- 
lent shape, affording easy and 
comfortable automobile travel. 

Great Progress Expected 

"On the northernmost fifteen 
miles of the Virginia road, how- 
ever, is where great progress 
will be made this year. Begin- 
ning at the big pine in the Ken- 
tucky-Virginia line in the Pound 
Gap on top of Cumberland Moun- 
tain, which legend attributes to 
have been the trysting place of 
June Tolliver, the Virginia High-! 
way Commission made a survey J 
Last year down Cumberland moun- j 
tain to ‘The Pound,’ a beautiful ! 
little valley settlement on Pound j 
river, one of the headwaters of J 
the Big Sandy. 



"This survey follows in part 
the old trail.tbut is four miles 
long. The Wise county board of 
supervisors had already secured 
legislative authority under a Vir- 
ginia law to lend the State High- 
way Commission $185,000 to 
build this section, and the con- 
tract will be let in the early 
spring. It will be a model road 
with easy grades and curves and 
an asphalt macadam surface 18 
feet wide. 

Improvek at Heavy Cost 

"From the Pound up Indian 
Creek to the top of the mountain 
back of Glamorgan is nine miles. 
This road was graded and drain- 
ed at heavy cost ten years ago, 
and is in good condition for com- 
fortabie automobile travel almost 
throughout the year. 

"However, at the request of 
the citizens of the Pound district, 
the Wise county board of super- 
visors will petition the court to 
order an election for $120,000 of 
bonds to lay a bituminous 
macjraam surface on this nine 
miles section. 

"A large majority of the vot- 
ers are pledged to the proposal 
and contracts will be let in the 
spring. 

“The two miles from the top of 
the mountain to Glamorgan is not 
macadamized, but out of a for- 
mer bond issue it was well grad- 
ed, surfaced, drained and cinder- 
ed, and it will be kept in good 
condition at all times. 

"Therefore, in another ten 
months one can expect to travel 
the entire 75 miles of the Virginia 
section of the Lonesome Pine 
Trail in the utmost comfort thru 
the rich bluegrass farm lands of 
Lee and over fast developing coal 
lands of Wise Nearly every 
mile will reveal scenic beauties 
and recreatipnal opportunities un- 
surpassed in America. 

Summer Hotel in Prospect 

Based upon these assurances 
and upon reports of expected 
construction progress on the Ken- 
tucky section of the highway, re- 
sponsible persons are already 
planning the construction of a big 
summer hotel with other facilities 
and attractions at Big Stone Gap 
to partially take care of the an- 
ticipated big influx of tourirts up- 
on the completion of the high- 
way. 

"Norton and Appalachia have 
already laid concrete-asphalt 
pavement on their main streets 
along this highway. Big Stone J 
Gap has in hand $30,000 and has 
advertised for bids for $120,000 
of bonds with which to build a 
three - mile concrete pavement j 
along this highway to its eastern j 
corporate limits. The prelimi- j 
nary engineering work is nearly 
completed and construction con- 
tract will be let in less than 60 
days. 

"In addition to this highway, 
Lee county has many miles of 



good hard surface roads leading 
thru rich farming sections and 
into its Black Mountain coal 
fields. Wise county has a per- 
fect net work of good macadam 
roads connecting its several pro- 
gressive towns with all its large 
and nearly all its small coal and 
coke camps and villages as well 
as many outlying farming and 
orchard comunities. 

Added $600,000 Spent 

"In addition to more than $1,- 
000,000 spent in read construc- 
tion eight to ten years ago, the 
Big Stone Gap and Norton dis- 
tricts have in the last two years 
spent $600,000. Construction 
contracts let last year in the 
eastern end of the county to be 
completed this year involve an 
expenditure of more than $350,- 
000. This last is state highway 
work, and when completed there 
will be thorugh hard - surface 
roads to Bluefield, W.Va. and be- 
yond and to Abindon, Va. on the 
Lee highway, over which it is 
confidently expected within the 
next two years one can travel to 
Washington without passing over 
| a single stretch of anything other 
I than good and well maintained 
| hard-surface roads.”

Committee of National Defense 
Proclaims Final Overthrow 
of Zanelia. 

WIN AFTER FIERCE FIGHTIN6 

Italy la Asked to Send Representative 

to Administer Government of City 
Until Quiet le Restored— Palace 

Wrecked by 8helle. 

Flume, Mnreh C. — The committee of 
nationul defense proclaimed the final 
overthrow of the provisional govern- 
ment under President Zanelia and the 
constituent assembly. The govern- 
ment capitulated after fierce fighting. 

The committee, upfcn assuming power, 
asked the Italian government to send 
a representative to administer the gov- 
ernment of the city until quiet Is re- 
stored. 1 

Rome dispatches declared that Pres- 
ident Zanelia and his followers had 
fled to Buccarl, near Flume, after is- 
uslng a declaration transferring the 
authority to the national committee 
of defense. The capitulation followed 
an attack on the government palace 
by FnscIstI, who fired 20 cannon shuts 
into the building. 

Rome Reports Battle. 

Rome, March 6. — The council of 
ministers discussed at length the crisis 
in Flume, which has complicated the 
already difficult situation confronting 
the new cabinet. 

The nttitude of President Zanelia, 
who has beer, forced to hand over the 
government to the national committee 
of defense, does not appear qtdte clear 
here. Shortly after he asumed power, 
In October last, he came to Rome and 
obtained a -loan of 20,000,000 Hre. He 
then expressed a great belief In the 
Itnllan aspirations iu Flume, bat upon 
his return to that place almost Im- 
mediately incurred the enmity of the 
Itnllan element. 

Since early Friday forces of Fas- 
clstl, legionnaires nnd republicans' have 
been in possession of the city. They 
captured the posts and telegraphs, and 
before their advance the police organ- 
ized by Zanelia retired to the govern- 
ment palace. The government forres 
had ns their first line of defense a 
wall Inclosing the small park In which 
the palace stands. They were soon 
obliged to retire Inside the building. 

Shells Wreck Palace. 

Znnella's forces placed machine guns 
on the roof of the palace, which for 
some time clicked the progress of 
their assailants. Deputy Gluntn, lend- 
er of the Fascist!, then enptured an 
armored motorboat, belonging to the 
Italian navy, In the neighboring Bay 
of Abbazia, nnd with Its guns opened 
fire against the palace. Thirty 7D-mll- 
limeter shells were thrown Into the 
building, doing considerable damage. 

Italian torpedo boats In Flume har- 
bor enptured the motorboat, but the 
latter was again seized by the Fascistl, 
who resumed their bombardment of 
the palace. The defenders then hoist- 
ed a white flag. 

The report that Zanelia fled from 
the city Is denied. According to latest 
reports he was still Inside the place, 
In the same room In which Gnliriele 
d-Annunzlo was slightly wounded by 1 
the fire of the troops sent against him 
by former Premier Glollttl In 1920. 

President Abdicates. 

Zanelia lias signed n statement 
ngreeing to retire forever from public 
life in Flume, and renouncing any 
aspiration of a political character. 

The committee of national defense 
hns invited the Italian government to 
assume the administration of the city. 

The Zanelln police force escaped to 
the neighborhood village of Grenova, 
where, according to reports, it is en- 
rolling Croats for an attempt to recap- 
ture Flume. 

The fascistl nnd legonnlries are re- 
maining under arms nnd have formed 
a national guard of honor so as to 
be ready for an attack. 

One account places the losses of the 
Zanelia forces at three killed and fifty 
wounded. 

Call for D'Annunzio. 

Former legionnaires from Flume, 
led by Captain Palazzoh, hnve tele- 
graphed Gabrlelle d’AnnunzIo to come 
to Rome Sunday to participate In a 
procession. The procession will march 
to the tomb of Italy’s unknown sol- 
dier. where the annexation of Flume 
to Italy Is to be proclaimed by the 
demonstrators. President Zauella and 
his followers hnve fled to Buccarl, 
near Flume. 

Accounts received here say that the 
Zanelia police attempted n sortie from 
the palace, but were repulsed after a 
sharp fight. Th palace then was be- 
sieged. A lieutenant of carabineers 
was killed nnd many on both sides 
were wounded. The revolutionists 
tried to bombard the palace from an 
armored boat, but were prevented 
from doing so by an Italian torpedo- 
boat. 

The Itnllan destroyer Bflrnbello Is 
expected to arrive shortly at Flume 
from Tola with landing troops. 

Evangeline Booth III. 

Long Bench, Cal., March 6.— Evan- 
geline Booth, national commander of 
the Salvation Army, was tnken ill with 
Influenza nnd Is confined to her bed 
here. It was announced that the com- 
mander’s condition was not serious, 
but she would be confined to her 
room for several days.

114 KILLED WHEN 

TRAINS HIT BUS

Dozen Others Injured at Paines- 
ville, 0.— Victims Returning ■ 
From Dance.

DRIVER'S VIEW WAS OBSCURED 



Express Crashes Into Machine and 
Hurls It Across Ralls In Front of 

Another Speeding Train-Gas Tank 

Explodes and Flrss Wreckage. 

Cleveland, O., March 6.— Fourteen 
persons were killed and a dozen oth- 
ers Injured late at night when a New 
York Central express train, east bound, 
crashed Into a crowded motorbus at 
the SL Clafr street crossing In Pnlnes- 
rlUe, 25 miles east of Cleveland. 

Dead and dying were hurled along 
the railroad right of way for several 
hundred feet and bodies of three of 
the victims Were on the locomotive 
pitot when the train was brought from 
Its slxty-rolle-an-hour speed to a halt, 
400 yards from the scene of the col- 
lision. 

A few seconds after the first col- 
lision, westbound train No. 3, speeding 
for Chicago, crariied Into the wreck- 
age of the bus, which, with some of 
the dead and Injured, was thrown In- 
to Its path. 

The motor bus, owned by the Par- 
rish Truck company of Fnlrport, had 
Just left Its sfhnd at Main and St 
Clair streets, Palnesvllle, for Its Inst 
trip of the night. Mnny of the pas- 
sengers were returning from a lodge 
meeting. Others were homeward 
j bound from a dance. 

' The driver of the bus wns among 
those killed. As the nutomoblle moved 
onto the six-track crossing from the 
shadow of buildings, obscuring the 
view at the edge of the tracks, the 
express train was only a few hundred 
feet away. 

None Had Time to Jump. > 

The train, which makes no stop at 
Palnesvllle, was moving at terrific 
speed. Women passengers of the bus 
screamed, but none had time to Jump 
out before the engine splintered and 
shattered the automobile. 

Frank Vnndlz of Buffalo, the engi- 
neer, had Slammed on the emergency 
brakes, but the train went onward, 
carrying debris on the engine front 
until Its momentum could be halted.

Bodies Scattered Far. 

“Mangled bodies lay along the rail- 
road for nearly the three blocks." said 
Chief of Police T. J. Appleton of 
Palnesvllle, one of the first to reach 
the scene. “Some were thrown onto 
the platform at the station, two blocks 
from where the bus wns hit There 
were three bodies on the engine; a 
man, a woman, and a young girl.” 

The wreckage later caught fire when 
the gas tank of the bus exploded. ' 

1 A. W. Barnes, crossing watchman, 
declares the bus stopped on the south 
side of the track to discharge pas- 
sengers and that he flngged the driver 
with his lantern, but that the bus 
came on despite the warning. Chester 
Pnrrlsh, manager of the bus line, de- 
clares that a large oil tank passing the 
bus obstructed the view of the driver.

on April 1, nccordlng to a statement 
Issued by Robert Lived, International 
board member for district No. 18, 
United Mine Workers of Amerlcn. The 
announcement followed the breakup 
of the peace conference between 
miners nnd operators. 

Mr. Lived said that ballots had been 
sent out to all locals of the United 
Mine Workers In both Cnnndn nnd the 
United States, and that the members 
were being asked whether or not they 
desired to give power to the policy — 
committee, appointed at the Imlinnn- 
poll8 convention, to cnll a genera! 
strike on April 1 If agreements were 
not entered Into by that date. He add- 
ed that ballots were to be returned to 
the vnrious district headquarters by 
March 15. Mr. Lived would not ex- 
press nn opinion regarding the prob- 
able outcome of the vote. 

Up to Operators. 

Mr. Lived said the next move wns 
up to the operators. They refused at 
a meeting here to negotiate other thnn 
on their own demands, he asserted. 

As soon as they are willing to re- 
cede from their mandatory position 
we shall he only too willing to reach 
nn agreement that will be satisfactory 
to both sides,” he explained. “The sit- 
uation Is such that In all probability 
there will be cessation of operations 
on April 1 unless the operators alter 
their attitude In the Interval." 

“Saving Wage" Demanded. 

New York, March 4.— Cheaper an- 
thracite coal for the public, to be made 
possible by slashing the profits of the 
mine owner rather than by reducing 
the Inborer’s wage, Is ndvoented by 
the Unlied Mine Workers of Amerlcn 
In a statement Issued here. 

“Mine owners freely admit that the , 
cost of coal fo the consumer Is too 
high,” declnres the statement. “The ' 
remedy they suggest, ns a preliminary 2 
to the opening of new negotiations for £ 
a working agreement with the work- & 
ers, is n reduction In the cost of dig- 5 
glng the coal — the miners’ wage — jg 
which Is placed by the operators at 
$3.92 a ton.” . 

The mine workers Indicate that low- 
er labor costs wtll represent n “hare 
living wage,” whereas they Insist upon 
“a saving wnge commensurate with 
the hnznrds of the tndustry.” 

“Coal Rolls at New York, Pliltadel- “ 
ptiln and In other large cities at prices 
ranging up to $16 a ton, which repre- 
sents the operators’ own profits, profits 
of the railroads, profits of the coal 
sales company, the royalty takers and ^ 
distributing agents," the statement 
sets forth. 

“The operators very skillfully avoid 
any reference to reductions of o sub- 
stantial nature In the matter of their 
own profits," the statement continues. 

“It Is therefore obvious that there 
must be some connection between the 
operators and all those who handle the 
coni between the operators nnd the 
consumers nnd, of course, from an 
Interested standpoint, the operators 
enn see deflation only so far ns the 
miners are concerned nnd a continua- 
tion of the earnings of operators, rail- 
roads, sales companies nnd others." 

TO RESUME CABLE SERVICE 

German Companies Conclude Arrange- ! 
ments With American Firms, 

Says Berlin Dispatch. 

Berlin, March 6. — The Berlin news- 
papers report that the German Atlan- 
tic nnd Germnn South American Tele- 
graph companies hnd concluded nn 
arrangement with American telegraph 
companies whereby the Germnn com- 
panies will resume coble service.
